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FRANCE.

Paris, Aogust 15.—The Emperor Napoleon
yeceived the Prussian Ambassador to-duy at an
audience at the Tuileries, The minister de-
livered to his Majesty the reply ol the King of
Prussia to the French note demnnding an exten-
gion of the tfrontier of the empire to the Rhine.
The state paper declares that the demand is in-
admissible, and that Prussia will not accede
to it.

Napoleon replied that bhe bad made the de-
mand in order to satisfy puablic opinion in
France ou the subject of the rectification of the
frontier, He deemed it a just demand, but at
the same time acknowledged the tairness of the
argument nsed by the Prussian Cabinet in the
reply of refusal, He sald that the relations
existing at present belween France and Prussiu
should not be disturbed in any case, and hoped
Pruséia would not vverstep the line,

The Paris Bourse remamed closed to-day, it
being the Bmperor's fele day.

Official Announcement of the Imperial
Fromtier Roecesslon.

Pamig, August li—Noon.—It I8 officially
stated to-day that the French Governmeni has
receded {rom its demand made upon Prossia
for an extension of frontier to the Rhine.

France does this in the interest of peace,
which she desires far more than political ag-
grandizement.

The hope i# also expressed by the official
journal, the Monifeur, that Prussia will not ex-
end her projects of annexation to the German
States south ot the Maiun,

EARL DERBY'S CABLE NEWS.

Speech of the British Premicr on the
Condition of England —The Germoan
War, and o “Permancent Unlon’ with
America by the Cable.

From the London Times, August 2.

Laet evening Lord Derby, as First Lord ot the
Treasury, and the rest of her Majesty's Minisiers,
dioed with the Lord Mayor and the Lady
Mayoress, ‘Whe mvited guests were about two
bundred in number, and wcloded not only the
Cabinet Mivisters, put all the rest of the more
conspicuons members of the ecunservative party
in both houses ot Parliament, There were pre-
sent, besides the Earl and Countess of Derby,
the Lord Chencellor and Lady Ohelingford, the
Chancellor of the Exchequer and Mrs. Disraeli,
the Danish Minister and Madame de Bualow,
Geperal Negrete, Minister of the Republic of
Balvador; Lord Staniey, General and Laay Allce
Peel, Viscount and Viscountess Cranbore, Sir
John Pakmeton, the Duke and Dochess of
Buckingham and Chandos, ete. e,

The Lord Mayor proposed **The Health of her
Majesty's Ministers,”

Earl Derby replied. In the conrse of his
apeech be sqid:—We have been called vpon to
undertake & duty for which we were wholly un-
prepared, and, moreover, at & time when the
general coulse ol prospenty of th}u Ereat couns
wry is subjected to no inconsiderabie drawbacks,
At this moment we have pressing upon us a
heavy monciary difliculty which weighs down
the commercial cinsses. We have bad, and
still have to a eertain extent, thongh now in a
somewhat mit.gated form, a pestilence among
our berds nud focks which has weighed heavily
upon many of our agricultural districts, and
which has produced an injurious eifect upon
the consumers of meat in the increased prices
of which it has been the necessary consequence,
We bave also, 1 grnieve to say, unmistakable
signs «f that most dangerous disesse, the Asiatic
cholera, which, after lhingering a considerable
time abioad, and when we had hoped it would ab-
stain from approsching our shores, has suddenly
invaded us, and s calling for the most vigilant
und curetul precautions. 1 donot wich to draw
a dork picture of the position of this counrtry.
As sgainst what 1 bave said upon the monetary

yressure, [ believe that our commeree ie extend-

ing men will rendezvous at the island on lhe
occasion in question, that they are well provided
with nrms and ammunition, that they are now
and have for some time been assembling atl
Buffulo and other points in that vicinily, sod
that their intention is 10 make & descent with
their whole force upon the Canadian territory,

General Dick Taslor is reported to be the
leader who will command the expedition,

Begides this, strange characters in large num-
bers have been noticed in the streets ol Toronto
and other border town recently, as they were
before the June raid, and the comoparative
gllence and secrecy maintained by the Fenians
both in Canada aud the United States, is looked
upon as ommous and indieaung earnestuess
and a real desire for attem pting serious mischier,

Un the other hand the Government have
moved the gunboats which reeently arrivea
ftom England up to the vicinity of the anti-
cipated scene of hostllities, The volunteers ave
bemne called out, ostensibly fur drill exercises,
and some of them are already moving from
Toronto (westward, A ecamp of from 2000 to
6000 men it 1o be estublished opposite Grana
Ieland, Tle regulars who were stutioned there
up to yesterday bave, with the exception of oue
cowpany, been moved towards the trontier, aud
pointa where they will be more readily availa-
ble to nct against invasion. There is a great
getivity among the militury generally,

Despatehes to otfietals, military and civie, are
momentarily arriving from sll points, and are
bewe sent to all others of imporiance in Canada,
often at the most unseasonable hours of the
night, In fact, all night between Sunday aund
Mouday last, the telegraph office was busy in
Oltaws, receiving and transmitting secret mes-
sages to and from the Government, whose entire
efforts seem to be directed to erushing out the
Fenlun movement as soon as it develops itself,
witn all the forces at thelr command.

1t is expected that the Feniaus may b2 able
to lupd in lorce, and that while the military
confrout them on the land the gunboats will be
able to cul off their reireat across the river,

The Choctaws, Chickasawe, and
Cherokees were fully  elvilized, many of
them being gentlemen of wealry and standing,
and all educated. One judge, a dactor, and a
clergyman were of the number, The Pawnees
were of the wild, savage clans, accidentally
the city, and appearcd in all the grandeur of
their nntive parb, with fenthors, war paiot,
WRUPODE, MOceasing, ete, The Queen sapined to
bhe nore than ususlly interested In the inter
view, At Bre: ber attention was lastoned upon
the savage Pawnees, Sbe examined ther
weapons, dress, and ornaments, questioned them
s to their manners and habits, manifested a pecu
1ir sympathy for the squaws, and repeatedly
chucked the pappoose under the chin. Tiring
of thesoe they were dismissed, when she éntered
into a NHvely conversation with the edaonted rep
resentatives ol the other tribes got sowne genera
idens ol their respective historigs, present con
dtion, efe., and finally drew out a sgeech in his
native dialect from Governor Pitchlyna, which
wis translated by the Choctaw prewcher who
was with bhim, and which amused and pleared
him greatly, Pichlynn, Colbert, snd others,
had children with thew, towards whom the
aflection of the Queen seemed to go forth in s
ramarkable degree,

She inwsted on shuking them all by the hand,
and kissing such of them a¢ were not disposed
to avold the considerasion. The interview lnsted
apont an bour, and was oue of the most 1nterest-
ing that has occurred during her Mojesty's stay
here,

No programme has yet been arranged for to-
morrow, The Queen has acecepted Secretary
Howard's invilation to become his guest, and
will repair to his mangion -morrow, where sho
will remapin until Monday, when she leaves for
Niagara Falls,
